WASHINGTON, Nov, 58 (UP) 
--Senator Albert Gore (Dem.), 


Tennessee, said today that spon-4 


sors of the Dixon-Yates private 
power contract “misused” Pres-~ 
ident Eisenhower and the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Gore told the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee that 
Mr. Eisenhower is involved “in 
an unprecedented way” in what 
Gore called the “most peculiar 
history” of the controversial con- 
tract. Gore said the contract 
“reeks Of government subsidy 
and guaranteed profits.” 

Representative W. Sterling 
Cole (Rep.), New York, chairman 
of the joint committee, told 
Gore: “There is nothing Con- 
gress can do to stop this con- 
tract from going into effect, un- 
less the President himéelf acqui- 
esces.”’ Gore disagreed. 

Several Possibilities. 


“There are a number of things 
Congress can and will do,” Gore 
said. He said he might have some 
proposals himself, but he would 
not disclose them. 

Legally, it has been pointed 
out, the Administration has the 
upper-hand in the controversy 


the Democrats take over control 
of Congress in January. 

. The reason is that the con- 
tract does not have to be ap- 
proved by the joint committee. 
It.does not even have to be ap- 
proved by Congress. 

The Democrats have promised 
a hard-hitting investigation of 
the contract when they assume 
command of congressional com- 
mittees. But it would take a 
full-fledged Jaw to bar the con- 
tract. 

Mr. Ejsenhower could, of 
course, veto such an act and it 
is doubtful that a two-thirds ma- 
jority could be mustered in both 

ouses to override it. 

Could Adopt Resolution. 

Congress could at its forth- 
coming session adopt a resolu- 
tion requesting the President to 
withdraw the contract. But this 
would be wholly subject to his 
discretion. 

Senator John oO. Pastore 
(Dem.), Rhode Island, asked why 
the contract was not put out to 
competitive bidding, ! 

“Who is the Government act- 
ing for—the people, or Dixon- 
Yates?” Pastore asked. 

‘“That’s what I’ve been won- 
dering,” Gore interjected. “The 
sponsors of this deal misused the 
tiost respected man-and the most 
respected agency at that time— 
in the United States.” 

He told reporters later he was 
referring to the President and 
the AEC. 

“There are things Congress 
can do in a legislative way that 
will kill this deal, and I think it 
will be done,” Gofe said.

Navy Sea-Dart Bursts 
Into Flames Before 
Horrified Spectators, 
Crashes Into Bay.

SAN DIEGO, Calif., Nov. 5 
(AP)—The Convair YF-2Y1 Sea- 
Dart, the world’s fastest sea- 
plane, broke apart, burst into 
flames and plunged into San 
Diego harbor yesterday. 

The pilot's wife, Margaret, 
mother of their two small chil- 
dren, did not witness-the crash. 

Only last Saturday she helped 
her husband celebrate his thirty- 
first birthday. . 

Investigation Begun. 

The Navy promptly began. an 
investiga and’ today had 
divers exploring the bottom of 
the bay, some 40 feet deep, for 
bits of wreckage. which might 
help explain the trash. ba 

Capt. F. K. Slason, Navy Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics’ representa- 
tive at the Convair plant here, 
said he was at a complete loss 
as to the cause. aa. 

“We just don’t know why it 
happened, but we intend ‘to try 
to find out,” Slason told re- 
porters. 

Richbourg had taken off in 
the Sea-Dart only a few minutes 
earlier on a regular test flight 
which a group of more than a 
hundred visiting aviation writers 
had been invited to watch. The 
Navy was especially proud of its 
ownership of the world’s first 
jet-powered seaplane fighter be- 
cause it combined the speed of 


land-based jets with the versatil- ; 


ity of water-based aircraft. 


Richbourg had flown the 
YF2Y1 and its companion fight- 


er, the XF2Y1, many times with- | 


out difficulty. Last Aug. 3 the 
Convair test pilot flew the 
YF2YE faster than the speed of 
sound in a shallow dive from an 
altitude of 34,000 feet. 

Sound travels 670 miles an 
hour at that altitude, and the 
Sea-Dart has a rated capability 
of more than 700 miles an hour.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP) 
—Secretary of State Dulles to- 
day fired career diplomat John 
Paton Davies on the grounds his 
continued employment would go 
against the interests of national 
security. 

Dulles. said he acted on the 
basis of a unanimous finding by 
a five-member special security 
hearing board. : 

However, he said neither he 
nor the board found Davies 
“disloyal in the sense of having 
any Communist affinity” or 
consciously helping an enemy 
of the United States. 

(The United Press said that 
Dulles, in his statement, said 
that under present executive se- 
curity orders it is not enough 
“that an employe be of complete 
and unswerving loyalty.” 

(Dulles said that the impartial 
board “unanimously found that 
Mr. Davies’ lack of judgment, 
discretion and reliability raises 
a reasonable doubt that his con- 
tinued employment/in the For- 
eign Service of the United 
States is clearly consistent with 
the interests of national secur- 
ity.”’)

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP) 
-— President Eisenhower today 
invited Republican and Dem- 
| ocratic Congressional leaders to 
a White House briefing on for- 
eign affairs Nov. 17. 

The White House said the ses- 
sion was being called “in line 
with the President’s established 
policy of keeping the leaders of 
both parties fully advised on 
foreign relations.” 

The meeting will take place 
with Republicans still in control 
rof Congress, but with the Dem- 
ocrats ready to take over when 
the Eighty-fourth Congress con- 
venes Jan. 5. 

Bipartisan consultation on for- 
eign policy has been undertaken 
periodically in the first two 
years of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. But the President’s 
call for the meeting Nov. 17 
seemed to underscore his stated 
desire to co-operate in every way 
possible with the new Demo- 
cratic leadership. 

Senator William F. Knowland, 
Senate Republican leader, had 
pictured the President as eager 
to establish “close cordial and 
constructive” relations with the 
Democratie leaders in Congress. 


The Californian had breakfast 
with Mr. Eisenhower and out- 


lined the President's stand to | 
reporters afterward. 

Senator Lyndon B. Johnson, 
Texas Democrat, slated to step 
up in the new session to Know- 
land’s present position as ma- 
jority leader, promised yester- 
day to meet the President “more 
than half way” in tackling the 
nation’s problems. 

Knowland said the President 
wants good relations with the 
Democrats in the interest of the 
national welfare. 

“It is important to the future 
of the country—not only in the 
field of foreign policy but on 
domestic matters—that we have 
a working arrangement so that 
we will not have a stalemated 
Goverament during the next two 
years,’ Knowland said. 


He said that “there is a great 
desire” on the part of both the 
President and Republican Con- 
gressjonal leaders to make sure 
that relationships between Cen- 
gress and the White House and 
between the two parties “are 
close, cordial and constructive” 
in the interest of the country.

The .38-caliber revoWer used 
in the shooting last Friday of 
Joseph Costello, a central figure 
in the Greenlease ransom inves- 
tigation, was stolen in 1952 from 
the Steelcote Store, 916 Pine 
inquiry by police dis- 
closed today. 

Costello, ex-convict operator 
of Ace Cab Co., at first told po- 
lice he shot himself but later 
said someone else inflicted the 
wound in his chest. He was re- 
ported in “fair” condition today 
at Jewish Hospital. 

The revolver, a Colt Police 
Positive bearing serial number 
157980, was delivered to the 
Steelcote Store some time in 
1952, the exact date unknown, 
Milton Schmidt, a partner in the 
firm, told the Post-Dispatch. 

Several thefts of weapons 
have taken place at the store 
since then. Formerly, a _ tele- 
phone was in the rear of the 
store behind a partition and it 
is thought that some persons 
using the phone stole weapons 
when walking through the store, 
Schmidt said. 

No Record. 


to persons holding permits, po- 
lice said. There was no permit 
in the company’s files for sale 
of the weapon used in the Cos- 
tello shooting. . The — records 
showed. the revolver was deliv- 
ered to Steelcote from Shapleigh 
Hardware Co. but there was no 
record of the revolver leaving 
the store, police said. 

Costello told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the hospital, shortly 
after the shooting, that he ob- 
tained the pistol “several years 
ago” from a taxicab driver, who 
took it from a “bucket-loader,”’ 
or non-paying customer. 

Costello told police he shot 
himself at 3:30 a.m. when clean- 
ing the revolver at his home, 
2626 Gurney court. His wife, 
Barbara, called police to report 
the shooting at 5:30 a.m. p

Pending the establishment of 
the proposed international 
agency, Lodge said the United 
States is ready to start a pro- 
gram to train experts to oper- 
ate nuclear reactors, conduct 
courses in nuclear safety, and 
open United States laboratories 
and research hospitals to for- 
eign cancer experts for ex- 
change of views with American 
doctors. 


“We are prepared to start 
discussion with other countries 
for the conclusion of bilateral 
agreements which will make it 
possible for us, under our laws, 
.to furnish technical informa- 
tion, technical assistance, and 
necessary amounts of fission« 
able materials for the. construc- 
tion and operation of research 
reactors to be located aboard,” 
Lodge told the 60-nation Po- 
litical Committee. 


He made clear, however, that 
no nation was expected to dis- 
close secret information or to 
strip its own nuclear resources. 
It also was evident that nations 
not members of the U.N., such 
as Portugal, Spain, Germany, 
Japan and Italy, would be pers 
mitted to join the venture un- 
der the “U.N. aegis,” 

The status of the atomic

TEMPORARY BAR

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP)— 
Attorneys for actor-singer Dick 
Haymes got a court order today 
temporarily barring the Govern- 
ment from deporting him. 


They turned to the court after 
the Board of Immigration Ap- 
peals upheld an order for his 
deportation growing out of the 
singer’s Hawaiian visit with 
Rita Hayworth in 1953. 

United States Judge Alexan- 
der Holtzoff signed an order 
barring the Government from 
going through with the deporta- 
tion before Nov. 15, 

A request by Haymes’s attor- 
neys for an injunction against 
the singer's deportation was set 
for argument on Nov. 15—the 
day the temporary order expires. 
The 36-year-old singer was or- 
dered deported in March of this 
yefr after a hearing. before an 
Immigration Service inquiry of- 
ficer. 

The officer held that the Ar- 
gentine-born Haymes had re- 
turned to the United States il- 
legally after going to Hawaii in 
1953 to visit the actress, now 
his wife, who was then making 
pictures in Hawaai.

tors may take seats in the lame 
duck session of the Senate whict: 
opens Monday on the motion to 
censure Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

They are Senators who were 
elected Tuesday for unexpired 
terms. They can take office as 
soon as they are certified, al- 
though the exact timing will 
vary according to state legal re- 
quirements. 

The seven are W. Kerr Scott 
(Dem.), North Carolina, George 
H, Bender, (Rep.), Ohio, Nor- 
ris Cotton (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, Mrs. George Abel (Rep.), 
Nebraska, Roman L. Hruska 
(Rep.), Nebraska, former Sena- 
tor Joseph C. O'Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, and Alan 
Bible (Dem.), Nevada. 

McCarthy charged late yes- 
terday that the forthcoming 
Senate session will be holding 
a “lynch party” when it takes 
up the question of his censure. 
He said he expected the. debate 
to run a long time. Senate Re- 
publican Leader William F. 
Knowland estimated it would 
take two weeks. 

Possible New Lineup. * 


If all seven new Senators are 
certified and seated, the lineup 
will be: 48 Republicans, 47 Demo- 
crats and one Independent. Un- 
til one or more actually takes 
office, however, the standing 
will remain: 49 Republicans, 46 
Democrats and one Independent. 

Although the new Senators 
Would narrow the Republicans’ 
majority, observers do not ex- 
pect them to have much effect 
on the course of the censure 
debate. 

Present Senators who will 
have to give up their seats as 
the new members are seated 
are: Alton A. Lennon (Dem4%, 
North Carolina; Thomas A. 
Burke (Dem.), Ohio; Robert W. 
Upton (Rep.), New Hampshire; 
Eva H. Bowring (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka; Sam W. Reynolds (Rep.), Ne- 
braska; E. D. Crippa (Rep.), Wy- 
oming, and Ernest S. Brown 
(Rep.), Nevada. 

Brown and Charles E. Daniel 
(Dem.), South Carolina, will be 
sworn in Monday and take their 
seats for the first time, although 
they have been officially in of- 
fice since their appointments 
several weeks ago. 

Brown is slated to be re- 
placed by Bible. Under Nevada 
law the shift cannot take place 
until after Dec: 1 and the Sen- 
ate may not still be in session 
then. 

Maybank Successor. 

Daniel, appointed to succeed 
the late Senator Burnet R. May- 
bank (Dem.);- South Carolina, 
probably will serve until Janu- 
ary although South Carolina held 
no election to fill the November- 
January “short term” gap be- 
fore the new Congress meets. 

Two other appointee Senators, 
Thomas H. Kuchel (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, and Sam J. Ervin Jdr., 
were elected Tuesday to fill out 
unexpired terms to which they 
were appointed. 

Besides the seven possible 
membership changes, the cen- 
sure session will have.five “lame 
duck” Senators who will not be 
members of the new Congress in 
January.

JPAN AND BURMA 
SIGN PEACE TREATY 


Two Nations Also Agree to 
Reparations for World 
War II Damage. 


’ 


TOKYO, Nov. 5 (AP)—Japan 
and Burma signed @ peace treaty 
today in Rangoon, legally end- 
ing World War II between the 
two countries, the Japanese For- 
eign Office announced. 

Immediately after the signing 
of the treaty, the two countries 
signed a reparations agreement 

iving Burma about $250,000,000 
n machinery, goods, laans and 


technical help, according to the 
official announcement. 


The Foreign Office said For- 
eign Minister Katsuo Okazaki 
signed for Japan and acting For- 
eign Minister U Kyaw Nyein for 
Burma. 


The two men were chief nego- 
tiators on reparations talks in 
Tokyo in September. 


Article five of the 10-article 
treaty says Japan will pay rep- 
arations to Burma “to compen- 
sate the damage and suffering 
caused by Japan during the war, 
and also is willing to render co- 
operation in order to contribute 
toward the economic rehabilita- 
tion and development and the 
advancement of social welfare in 
the Union of Burma.” 

The reparations agreement 
states Japan will supply as 
grants to Burma, Japanese tech- 
nicians and products at a yearly 
average of about $20,000,000 for 
10 years. It also stipulates that 


Japan will enter joint enter- 
prises, such as power generating 
projects and manufacturing 


companies, providing Japanese 
services and products at a loan 
to the value of $5,000,000 yearly 
for 10 years. 

The treaty also appeared to 
refer obliquely to Japan's rep- 


arations disputes with the Phil- 
lippines and Indonesia. Both 
countries have suspended rep- 
arations talks with Japan, insist- 
ing she should pay more in 
World War II damages than she 
has offered. 

The peace treaty states, “It is 
recognized that the resources of 
Japan are not sufficient, if it 
is to maintain a viable economy, 
to make complete reparations 
for all the damage and suffering 
of the Union of Burma and 
other countries caused by Jap- 
an during the war, and at the 
same time meet its other obli- 
gations.”

It was the first time Dr. Shep- 
pard’s views had been expressed 
publicly since the trial began. 
‘Hard to Think About.’ 


The Browns gave the letters 
to the Cleveland News. 

He wrote: “Mary (his wife's 
aunt), I want you to take com- 
plete charge of Marilyn's things. 
It’s hard to think about but 
that’s what I want. 

“There is no rush but we 
never know what might happen 
me and so it should be defi- 
nite. 


“Some crackpot could shoot 
me in the head on one of these 
court visits for all we know. 
Enough of that.” 

Dr. Sheppard's 
county jail is in the same build- 
ing as the trial courtroom. A 
deputy brings him down from 
the cell block in an elevator, 
then through a corridor to the 
rvom in which the trial is being 
conducted. 

Some of hi§ reactions to his 
own murder trial, as expressed 
in+the letters: 

On the courtroom atmosphere 
-—*The people in the courtroom 
are so joyful and smiling, in- 
cluding the judge, that I am 
deeply. sickened.” 

On his jailers—‘Most of the 
deputy sheriffs here are as nice 
as they dare be...” 
On his family—‘“I was given 
a chance to call mother tonight 
since she hasn't been able to 
visit here. (I'd rather she would 
not come here). Chip (his seven- 
year-old son) and I had a nice 
talk and he sounded wonderful. 
Was so good to hear his voice.” 
‘Hope Jurors Are Fair.’ 
On the trial—“Looks as though 
this trial is going to be some- 
thing. The .wide publicity may 
be good or’bad. Try not to dwell 
on it.... Well, one week of the 
big hassle is over.

Nc YORK newspapers last month featured front-page stories 


since the 1929 stock market crash. They noted that the stock 
market had climbed back to the high peak of 1929 and speculated 
whether another crash could happen. In Washington, meanwhile, 
a Senate subcommittee has been digging out some possible 


answers. 

Given not one cent of funds 
by Senator Jenner of Indiana, 
who holds the purse strings on 
Senate probes, the Langer-Ke- 
fauver committee has pieced 
together an amazing story of 
how some of the safeguards 


erected to prevent another 
stock market crash have been 
ignored. 


These safeguards included: 
1. Creation of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission to 


|} police the stock market and 


protect the investor. 

2. The Public Holding Cor- 
poration Act which required big 
utilities to ditch the rule of Wall 
Street. Electric light and pow- 
er companies, under the hold- 
ing corporation act, were to be 
bossed by the local people who 
bought the power and paid the 
electric light bills. 

Committee Findings. 

Here, however, is what the 
Langer-Kefauver committee 
found: 

Wall Street rule—the Secur- 
ities anti Exchange Commission, 
supposed to police Wall Street, 
now appears to be working, in 
part, with Wall Street. 

The SEC chairman appointed 
by resident Eisenhower is 
Ralph Demmler, Pittsburgh 
partner of the Dave Reed law 
firm. His senior partner, the 
late Senator Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, fought the SEC, also bat- 
tled against the holding corpora- 
aan which the SEC is sup- 

to enforce. The law firm 


Kies represented the Mellon in- 
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terests plus Pittsburgh banks. 

Here is how the SEC operated 
in regard the Mississippi 
Power & Light Co., which is 
part of the Dixon-Yates cém- 
bine. 

On Sept. 22, J. D. Stietenroth, 
long-time secretary-treasurer of 
the Mississippi Power & Light 
Co., telegraphed the SEC that 
a statement filed with the SEC 
regarding Mississippi Power & 
Light and its parent company, 
Middle South Utilities, was false. 

“I desire,” he warned the SEC, 
“to withdraw each and every 
financial figure and any and all 
data which are included in both 
registration statements.” 

This should have been a red 


| 


light to the SEC to hold up the 
sale of stock proposed by Middle 
South Utilities and Mississippi 
Power & Light. The name of the 
law establishing the SEC is The 
Truth-in-Securities Act which 
requires registration of bond and 
stock sales to the public to be 
truthful. 

Despite this, the SEC did 
nothing. The stock flotation was 
OK’d next day. 

Quizzed by the Langer-Ke- 
fauver comabibes. SEC officials 
admitted that they sent no one 
to Mississippi to probe the 
charges made by Stietenroth. 
They ignored his telegram and 
let the allegedly “false” stock 
flotation be issued. 

Cross-examined as to whether 
it was not the job of the SEC to 
prevent false statements regard- 
ing the flotation of stock and 
bond issues, here is how Chair- 
man Demmler ducked: 

Sidney Davis, counsel for the 
Langer-Kefauver committee: “Is 
it fair to say, Mr. Chairman, that 
one purpose of the Securities 
Exchange Act is to protect in- 
vestors by requiring that a full 
and accurate disclosure be made 
in a prospectus to the public be- 
fore shares can be issued.” 

Chairman Demmler: “I think 
the statute speaks for itself, Mr. 
Davis.”

You may be interested to know 
that I made use of your Oct. 2 edi- 
torial, “Steals That Kicked Back,” 
vabeut the public services performed 
by the Supreme Courts of Missouri 
and Nevada which showed the judges 
of those courts unswayed by partisan 
Considerations in cases involving im- 
portant state offices. 

‘I was in Cleveland recently for an 
address before the Cleveland Bar As- 
sociation on “What the Public Has a 
Right to Expect of the Courts.” In 
this address I referred to “cases in 
which the courts made bold, courage- 
ous, patriotic pronouncements in de- 
fense of the people's rights.” A rep- 
resentative of the Scripps Howard 
radio station, WEWS, asked me for 
‘some examples of such work by 
judges. 

After returning to Detroit I bought 
a’copy of the Post-Dispatch at an 
out-of-town news stand and found 
your editorial.

It also 
pointed out that a majority of the 
judges on the Nevada Supreme 
Court, which in effect ordered the

Donnelly’s accusation that the Legisla- 
ture is responsible for the riots in the state 
penitentiary because its members refused to ap- 
propriate the money he asked for the institution 
has been thrown back by Richard M. Webster of 
Carthage, the Republican Speaker of the House. 

This is very much like a case of the pot calling 
the kettle black, a case of political buck-passing 
where there should be the most earnest concern 
for remedying the conditions exposed by these 
flareaips of violent disorder and destruction. 

The Governor started these nasty partisan ex- 
changes by saying that the Legislature had “de- 
liberately eliminated and reduced” néeded funds. 
This is true, but the facts, as they come out of 
the records of the 1953 regular session and the 
1954 special session, also show that the Governor 
started the lopping off process in his budget 
message. 

The Department of Criminal Correction, re- 
sponsible for the penitentiary and the Algoa Re- 
formatory, requested $4,675,050 to meet its 1953- 
1955 expenses. In his budget recommendations, 
Gov. Donnelly cut this to $3,171,000—a slash of 
almost one-third. The Governor’s recommend# 
tion was even lower than the actual expendi- 
tures of $3, 565, 000 in the previous two-year 
period. 

e * * 

At the 1953 regular session, the Legislature 
gave the Governor every dollar he wanted—on 
paper. But it did not provide the total from 
the state’s general revenues.. Some allotments 
from general funds were reduced and then cay- 
ered by authorization to use prison earnings. 
There was no very realistic indication that in- 
come from prison work would make up the dif- 
ference. 

By early 1954 it was clear that the prison 
system needed more funds, and Gov. Donnelly 
asked the special session for an additional 
$1,009,345. Even Mr. Webster had to say that 
the legislators cut his request by $471,435. 
This cut and the regular session's “appropria- 
tions” from unrealized prison earnings add up 
roughly to the $1,000,000 which the Governor 
asserts was denied the Department of Correction. 

Some of the motivations of this struggle be- 
tween Governor and Legislature—aside from the 
short-sighted notion that it is easier to practice 
economy at the cost of the penitentiary than 
most other state activities—boiled up in the 
special session. It was asserted that $1,000,000 of 
prison funds remained unspent. 

There was an investigation of the prison by a 
House committee, and Representative Christian 
F. Stipp of Carrollton, Republican chairman, 
told Gov. Donnelly unless Director Whitecotton 
were replaced, “prison riots were sure to come.” 

We now have the statement of Prison Educa- 
tional Director James O, Dotson that he had no 
money for a staff, and that -prisoner-teachers 
had only donated text books. We are told that 
only half of the 3300 convicts on the prison 
farms and in the over-crowded penitentiary had 
work to occupy their time. We see now the mis- 
erable failure to protect the community by re- 
habilitating prisoners. 

. 2 * 

Gov. Donnelly’s approach to the penitentiary 
crisis recalls his high-handed action at the Boon- 
ville Training School six years ago. When run- 
aways and a killing showed up the poor manage- 
ment of the institution under his home-town 
friend and pastor, the Rev. Leroy Munion, the 
State Board of Training Schools appointed a 
new director and a new superintendent at Boon- 
ville, both trained men. It also asked for an in- 
vestigation of the institution and its handicaps. 

The Governor fired this board and the super- 
intendent and ordered the State Highway Police 
to take charge of Boonville. He did not even 
give the board members a hearing. Their re- 
quest for an investigation, he said, was proof of 
their failure, 

That did not go down with the people of 
Missouri. Now that they have had a look over 
the penitentiary walls, we doubt that they will 
accept a political war of words between Gover-

improvement and reform. 

It is high time for this state to bring not only 
its penal institutions, but its mental hospitals 
and its public schools up to the standards of 
more advanced states, some with resources con- 
siderably less than those of Missouri.

One big loser in the congressional election 
was ‘Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, albeit his 
name was not on the ballot and a studied effort 
was made to keep him out of the campaign as an 
issue. Here is a summary of his chief losses: 

First, Senator McCarthy was beaten in New 
Jersey by the election to the Senate of former 
Congressman Clifford P. Case. The Wisconsin 
Senator denounced Mr, Case as the one Republi- 
can nominee he would not support. New Jersey 
voters were aroused hy the vilification heaped , 
on Mr. Case and probably gave him more votes 
because of the smearing. 

Second, Senater McCarthy was beaten in 
Michigan by the defeat of Republican Congress- 
man Kit Clardy of East Lansing, a noisy Me- 
Carthyite member of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. McCarthyism was an issue 
in the district. 

Third, Senator McCarthy was beaten in his 
home state of Wisconsin by the defeat of Re- 
publican Congressman Charles J. Kersten, who 
has represented a part-Milwaukee, part-suburban 
district. The pro-McCarthy, anti-Eisenhower 
Congressman tried to keep McCarthy out of the 
campaign, but Democrat Henry Reuss kept 
the demagogic Senator in all the way. The vot- 
ers chose Mr. Reuss, ; 

Fourth, Senator McCarthy was beaten in the 
loss of his chairmanship of the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee and also chairman- 
ship of its investigating subcommittee by virtue . 
of Oregon’s election of its first Democratic Sen- 
ator in 40 years, Richard L. Neuberger. The

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The First Test 
Republicans in Congress are already having 
their first-opportunity to demonstrate the spirit 
in which they intend‘to deal with the new Dem- 
ocratic majorities in Senate and House. 
Will they by their own reasonableness invite 
reasonableness in return? Or will they by arbi- 
trary and high-handed tactics invite an intpasse 


between the legislative and executive branches? 


The opportunity in question is supplied in the 
hearings of the Senate-House Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy, now in progress. At present 
the Republicans are in the majority on the com- 
mittee, since majority memberships on commit- 
tees of Congress go to the majority party. 

When the Eighty-fourth Congress convenes 
next Jan. 5, the Democrats will be ia position 
to reorganize the Joint Committee on Atomie 
Enérgy (and the other committees of Congress) 
with their own members in the majority. Re- 
publican dominance of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy is therefore a dying dominance. 
It has less than 10 weeks longer to live. 

The Republicans could exploit this transient 
advantage by voting to waive the provision that 
the proposed Dixon-Yates contract must lie be- 
fore the committee for 30 days while Congress 
is in session. Democrats on the committee would 
be powerless to prevent it in a straight party 
showdown, for they are outnumbered 7 to 9. 
The contract could then be signed at once, fore- 
closing an opportunity for the new Congress to 
express itself upon the subject in advance. 

If the Republican majority on the committee 
should steam-roller such a motion over the 
Democrats, it would be inviting retaliation and 
a knock-down, drag-out fight when the new Con- 
gress convenes. It would be setting a disastrous 
tone for inter-party relations in the new and, 
at best, uncomfortable situation of a Republican 
President and a Democratic Congress. 

The more appropriate course, under all the 
circumstances, is for the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy, as at present constituted, to 

check the final decision to the committee as re- 
constituted with a Democratic majority in 
January. 

There is no reason why it should not con- 
tinue to conduct the hearings it has already 
started. Indeed, in the interest of expediting 
matters there is good reason why it should do so. 
If the reconstituted committee considers the 
hearings inadequate, it may decide to conduct 
additional hearings of its own. This should be 
an added inducement, if any is needed, for the 
present committee to make its hearings im- 
partial and thorough.

It is a kindness to baseball fans to refrain 
from reciting all the various moves which the 
A's have not made, or what the various owners, 
syndicates, insurance companies, league officials 
and club owners have or more generally have 
not done about the problem. 

As matters stand, however, Arnold Johnson 
of Chicago has gone ahead and bought the Ath- 
letics, as he earlier tried to do, with the idea 
of putting them in Kansag City. Now it is up to 
the American League club owners to approve 
the transfer; as they did once before—though 
that does not necessarily mean they will do it 
again, 

Walter O. Briggs of the Detroit Tigers says, 
for one, that he is against Kansas City. The rea- 
sons for such opposition are no clearer than a 
sharp curve to a near-sighted batter. Kansas 
City not only wants the club; it is the only 
major bidder with a stadium ready and waiting 
for big league use in the springtime. 

If sweet cool reason settles down on the 
American League, it will surely permit the 
transfer. The unanimated Athletics should not 
be suspended forever between the city on the 
Kaw which cannot seem to get them and the 
city on the Delaware which cannot seem to hold 
them.

Postmaster General Summerfield started a nuisance, editorial 
says, by allowing bulk third-class‘ mailing of material ad- 
dressed only to ‘occupant’ or ‘boxholder’;

How many pieces of mail did you get 
yesterday addressed to “occupant,” 
“residential patron,” ‘“‘boxholder” or 
perhaps “householder”? Five were 
dropped in our mailbox. That seems 
to be about par for these busy days of 
“junk mail.” 


When Postmaster General Summer- 


field amended the postal regulations a 
little more than a year ago to permit 
bulk mailing, at third class rates, of 
items for defivery to every address on 
a letter carrier’s route, he really started 
a nuisance, 


In .a year’s time, his action piled an 
additional 363,700,000 pieces of third 
class mail on the backs of the nation’s 
carriers. With justice the carriers com- 
plain thag they're peddling the handbills 
that used to be delivered door to door 
by boys and old men. 


The amended order is driving the 
Post Office Department further into 
the red. Postal officials concede that 
they lose money on junk mail, as on all 
third class mail, even though the loss 

is smaller because the: junk doesn't 
Eh to be sorted. Third class mail is 
delivered at a cost to the sender of 
1% cents for each eight ounces. 


But more important, what effect is 
the clutter navies on important mail? 
Here are two examples of current 


An air mail letter mailed in New 
York took five days to reach its Mil- 
waukee destination. And in this case 


no carrier delivery was involved. The 
letter was saga up at a Milwaukee 
post office 

A magazine mailed second class in 
New York took 15 days to be delivered 
here, Surely a magazine is more im- 
portant than a batch of coupons or some 
cheap blurb. 

Some householders are so irked at 
the clutter that, like one Milwaukeean 
who wrote The Journal, they want to 
know what to do about it. . 


There are several courses of action. 
First, you can write your Congressman 
asking him to support legislation at the 
next session requiring all mail to carry 
at least the specific street address. 
(Some official mail, such as your water 
bill, may be addressed to “owner or 
occupant” at your address. It would be 
costly if specific names as well as ad- 
dresses had to be carried on such mail.) 


Second, you can gether up all the 
junk mail, mark each piece “refused” 
and return it to your carrier or dro 
it in the corner collection box. It wi 
go back to the post office for consign- 
ment to waste or to be returned to 
sender if return postage is guaranteed, 

Third, it might not hurt to drop Post- 
master General Summerfield a personal 
note asking him to amend his order on 
the ground that it’s filling your mailbox 


with trash. 


As an “occupant,” “residential pa- 
tron,” ete., etc., you may be nameless, 
but you aren't powerless in helping to 
abate this monstrous nuisance.

There was nothing in the 
wind to indicate the eight club 
owners would not approve trans- 
fer of the A’s and leave behind 
a heartsick Connfe Mack and his 
two equally-shaken sons, Roy 
and Earle. 

A 54-year-old institution died 
yesterday when the Athletics, 
founded by the 92-year-old 
“grand old man” of baseball, 
were sold to Johnson and three 
associates for $3,350,000. The 
sale ended a stormy, confused 
final three months for the club, 
which saw a Philadelphia syn- 
dicate thwarted fwice in its ef- 
forts to save the A’s for this 
city. 

Johnson plans to move the 
team to Kansas City but appar- 
ently must get an okay from 
club owners at the New York 
session, called by League Presi- 
dent Will Harridge. 

Green Light Oct. 22. 
Approval seemed in order be- 
cause Johnson and the transfer 
had been given a green light at 
a previous meeting in Chicago 
last Oct. 12.

Glessy Murder 


URDER mysteries have been fairly rare birds on the 
‘YE sereen of late, and “BLACK WIDOW,” at the ST. 
©=YS LOUIS THEATER, comes as a welcome change of 
pace. Far from the dark and shadowy photography whieh 
used to feature these things in the past, 
this is a bright luxurious thing in Cinema- 
Scope and pleasing De Luxe color, set in 
swank Manhattan settings. Director-Pro- 
ducer-Writer Nunally Johnson has taken 
Patrick Quentin's novel and made a force- 
ful, absorbing, if not too mysterious yarn 
out of it about how a happily married 
theatrical producer is almost framed for the murder of an 
aspiring young authoress who has been using his apartment 
to write in during his wife’s absence. 


As has been pointed out, the huge wide screen doesn’t 
make the mystery any more baffling-—-you can guess this 
whodunit about half way through. But it does bring realism 
and good production values, and offers a striking back- 
ground for the unfolding of an absorbing sequence of 
events, This doesn’t feature heavy mood or suspense or 
thrill; rather # centers on sharp character delineation 
under stress, relying on lots of close shots to give intimacy 
even on the great screen. This is aided by some lucid 
characterizations. : 


Van Heflin is first-rate as the producer against whom 
the evidence is so strong that even his loving wife loses 
faith in him temporarily, and who is drivén almost to 
desperation by his predicament. Ginger Rogers gives a 
shrewd, showy performance as a shallow, feline actress. 
Peggy Ann Garner is so convincing as a 20-year-old fresh 
and naive child from Savannah that after her murder, the 
revelations of her calculating duplicity will surprise you. 
George Raft, a little heavier and grayer, makes a ‘good 
comeback as a hard but smooth detective lieutenant. Both 
Reginald Gardiner as the actress's “kept” husband, and 
Gene Tierney as the wife of the producer are up to snuff, 
too. So even though you might not be perplexed by this 
plot, I think you'll be kept interested,

“THE HOLLY AND THE IVY',’ at the SHADY OAK .§is 
a sentimental and sometimes touching examination of how 
parents can grow apart from their children, adapted from 
a play by Wynyard Browne. In this case the parent is an 
aging and recently widowed pastor in a 
small English town who finds out, when 
his family gathers round Yuletide, that 
his own goodness, his cheery, bumbling 
kindness, the fact he expected his children 
to be models of perfectioon, has caused a 
wall to be set up between him and his 
two daughters and son. He is shocked to 
find that one daughter is giving up her chance at marriage 
because she feels she must stay home and care for him; 
that the other daughter, a London fashion writer, has had 
some tragic experiences in the deaths of her lover, an 
American airman, and their illegitimate child, and has 
turned into an alcoholic; that his son, now in the Army, 
regards him, as a stranger.

two aunts, are all first-rate. It is, however, a minor canvas 
as far as dramatic power goes. One feels a certain impa- 


tience with the main characters, that their rather dismal

George Axelrod Hopes to Make Million (Before Taxes) on 'Seven Year Itch’

NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP). 
‘6 HAVE a morbid interest 
| in money,” confessed 
George Axelrod, a young 
man who wrote in 60 hours a 
Broadway play he says will earn 
him $1,000,000 
For the actual time he spent 
at the typewriter in turning out 
“The Seven Year Itch” — now 
being filmed as a veliicle for 
Marilyn Monroe—this comes to 
$16,666 an hour. 


Axelrod, who is 32 years old, 
wears a crew cut and looks like 
a fugitive Princeton freshman, 
thinks this is a fair rate of pay 
for a writer—if he got to keep 
the money. 

But, of course, he doesn’t. To- 
day it may take more time to fig- 
ure out the income tax on a hit 
play than it does to write it. 

“You work for years and 
starve,” said George wryly, “and 
then when you hit the big loot 
they take it all away. 

“Money is no longer enough. 
A writer needs some new kind of 
payment that can’t be taken 
away—such as a guarantee your 
golf score will improve. Or they 
might promise to add two years 
to your life or—in my case— 
agree to find a way to make my 
front teeth come together.” 

But until something better 
does come along, Axelrod has 
decided money is about the best 
all-around substitute. 

“Writing doesn’t count unless 
you get paid for it,” he said. 
“Art is a by-product of writing 
for money. Shakespeare wrote 
because he needed dough. You 
always write better when you're 
hungry. 

“It’s much harder to write un- 
less you have to do it to meet 
bills. This is still no problem 
to me. I always manage to have 
a few bills that need paying. 
“But if you get good money,

Comic Books 
By Frances Ilg, M.D., and Louise Ames, Ph.D.

LOWLY but surely, in the reasonably intelligent child 
S from the reasonably privileged home, the passion for 

comic books declines. Nine or possibly 10 years of age 
marks the peak in the majority. By 11 as many are said to, 
be “falling off” in their interest as are called avid and 
passionate readers. 

How about the years which follow? They mark, ac- 
cording to our findings, a steady and very definite decline 
in this once-pervasive interest. It is-the immature child 
who maintains an extreme love of comic books beyond 11 
years of age. (Or the child whose environment is singularly 
delinquent in providing more constructive pastimes.) 

By 12 years of age, though two thirds of the children 
whom we studied still read comic books on occasion, only 
10 per cent continued to be avid readers. Twice that num- 
ber indicated that their interest was falling off. Thus they 
comment: “Oh yeah! Might read comics if nothing else to 
do.” Or, “I don’t buy them, but might read one if it was 
around.” Or, “I did have a funny book stage, but it has 
been over for some time.” Or even, “Did used to keep piles 
of them around. But recently I threw out a whole lot of 
them and burned the rest.” 

x * * 

THE SITUATION HAS. IMPROVED FURTHER, from 
the parent’s point of view, by 13, At this age, only half of 
our group read comics at all. Only three children out of our 
13-year-old group were said still to be avid readers, and 
four times that many had lost or were losing interest. Typi- 
cal comment is: “I don’t buy comic books any more myself. 
But I read my sister’s if they’re around.” 

At 14 years of age only ene fourth of our subjects read 
the comics. Only one subject was said still to read them 
‘avidly. Now typical comments are: “Gosh! Maven’t read a 
comic book in must be a year.” Or, “Might buy a 5-cent 
one. Wouldn't spend a dime the way I used to.” Or, “Don# 
‘buy them. Might read one if it was around and there was 
nothing else to do.” One 14-year-old went so far as to ex- 
claim: “I just feel—how could I have ever liked the darn 
things?”

BY 15, IT’S ALL OVER, at least with the boys and girls 
in our group. Only about a tenth of these boys and girls 
look at comic books even on occasion, and there are no 
avid readers. Comments vary from, “Might just for the 
heck of it if there was one around, might lie down and look 
at it’—to “I used to have a mad passion for comics, but I 
read them so much I hate the thought of them now.” 

Just a word.as to the type of comic books most favored 
by our New Haven subjects. Though some as early as 7 
yeats of age show an interest in crime and gore, it is amas- 
ing to notice that even as late as 10 years of age the books 
_most frequently purchased and read are the benign “Little 
Lulu,” “Superman,” “Bugs Bunny,” “Orphan Annie” cate-

Child's- -Eye’ View of Institutions 


Study of 16 Agencies Here Made to See What Can Be Done to Benefit Children Themselves

OR THE first time in 20 
years, St.. Louis is taking a 
“child’s-eye” view of itself 
for the benefit of children whose 
parents cannot care for them. 
Child welfare leaders hope the 
results will be improved agen- 
cies, including an enlarged:-resi- 
dential treatment center for emo- 
tionally disturbed children, 
shorter stays in institutions, 
more work among parents and 
the gradual elimination ‘of “that 
horrid institutional brown” from 
the community’s color scheme. 
These are among the recom- 
mendations made following a 
study of 16 institutions by the 
Social Planning Council, with 
Miss Helen R. Hagan of the 
Child Welfare League in New 
York as a special consultant. 
Miss Hagan has found that St. 
Louis has more institutions than 
almost any other city its size, 
yet too few agencies to care for 
adolescent boys in general and 
for Negro children and youths in 
particular. She has found that 
“no place in the United States 
is there such complete interest 
in children among so many lay 


“people.” Yet she points out that 


since the last study made in 
1934, institutional policies and 
practices have not always kept 
pace with changing conditions 
and there are many gaps in child 
care to bé filled. 


The study began in June, 1952, 
and the Social Planning Coun- 
cil expects to begin work Jan. 1 
on the final phase of the pro- 
ject, carrying out the recom- 
mendations. A continuing plan- 


‘ning committee to consult with 


agencies and offer direct service 
to staff members and board 
members will be set up to work 
out a specific function for each 
institution in order to eliminate 
overlapping of responsibility and 
to fill the discovered gaps in 
service. One. merger to create 
the residential treatment center 
is planned. 


Mrs. Irving Edison served as 
chairman of the study commit- 
tee, with Mrs. Roscoe Anderson 
as co-chairman. General co- 
ordination of the study was di- 
rected by Mrs. Frances Goodall, 
executive secretary of the So- 
cial Planning Council’s Family, 
Old Age and Children’s Divi- 
sion. 

Miss Hagan, a graduate of the 
New York Schoo] of Social Work 
and one of the nation’s fore- 
most authorities in the field of 
child care, has made frequent 
visits to St. Louis during the 
past two years to consult with 
agency personnel and board 
members. She revealed her 
findings in an interview with 
the Post-Dispatch and at a re- 
cent dinner meeting of child 
welfare leaders sponsored by 
the Family, Old Age and Chil- 
dren’s Division of the Social 
Planning Council. 

She visited some agencies, she 
said, where what she described 
as “horrid institutional brown” 
was the predominant color, cre- 
ating a drab, gloomy atmosphere 
for children. She discovered 
some “extremely rigid and pu- 
nitive practices,” such as prohib- 
iting any personal purchases 
without a housemother’s approv- 
al, or the agency’s refusal to 
permit a child to bring any per- 
sonal belongings from his home. 
She found privileges sometimes 
removed for little cause.

UT on the bright side of the 

ledger, she found agencies 

giving the children a small 
allowance for their own, per- 
mitting them to do some of their 
own shopping. She discovered 
that one institution served din- 
ner by the soft glow of candle- 
light and the happy atmosphere 
was enhansed by an informal 
period of table games following 
the meal, such as might be 


-played in a private home by 


members of a family. 

“I was asked to take the tem- 
perature in these institutions 
and find out what was normal, 
what was fever-pitch, what was 
below normal,” she, said. “In 
every single one, I found some 
excellent things. Yet none I 
studied could not have been im- 
proved in some way. 

“I am convinced that nothing 
is going on in any of these insti- 
tutions which is meant to hurt 
children. Our job is to take a 
child’s-eye view and see if we 
can find ways we can improve 
the programs we have. 

“The willingness to take a 
good straight look at yourselves 
is something quite unusual. No 
where else have I found as many 
as 16 yee working together 
on such a project

on to the orphanage stage, to the 
cottage plan and now to interest 
in the disturbed child. Empha- 
sis has been shifted from custo- 
dial care to emotional nurture. 

“There is a great need, not 
only here but in all agencies for 
emphasis on mental health in 
the case of the disturbed child,” 
she said. “If we do not treat 
him early, there will be a heavy 
cost of later treatment and, of 
course, the probability of dam- 
age to the community is a real 
potential danger. It costs so 
much less to treat a child than 
té give custodial care.”

“Some children show their 
panic by temper outbursts, some 
show it by running away. One 
child in another city constantly 
ran away from the institutions 


where she was siaell | so finally 
she was taken to a home 22 miles 
from a railway station. She 
immediately became ill, but 
when it became obvious that this 
illness was just a retreat, she 
went back into her old habit of 
running away, and she walked 
22 miles to catch a train to re- 
turn to an institution where she 
had been earlier. Not until she 
had psychiatric eare, was the 
problem straightened out. 

“Is the child who lies when 
faced with a misdemeanor real- 
ly an immoral child? Is the one 
who daydreams really retarded? 
Or is anxiety the cause of these

ISS HAGAN recommended 
to St. Louis agencies special 
emphasis on work among 
parents who, she _ safd, often 
need case work as seriously as 
the children. 

“One of the most serious han- 
dicaps I found here,” she said, 
“was the lack of conviction of 
the value.of a child's own home 
to him. We are too ready to 
break up a home and place a 
thild in an institution. 

“We must respect a child's 
parents, no matter how bad they 
are. Respect them not for them- 
selves, but in order that the 
child may have some self-respect 
until he has an identity of his 
own. When we pass judgment 
on parents, we speed a child’s 
deterioration. In rigid visiting 
practices, for instance, we are 
really passing judgment on par- 
ents as a bad influence. 

“Our goal should be to help 
improve the parental relation- 
ship with a child, and help 
those parents assume full re- 
sponsibility. We should give 
them help when they are dis- 
couraged, advise them in the 
matter of employment, housing, 
child care, and other needs.” 

Miss Hagan called for flexible 
policies which would permit 
family groups to remain together 
in one agency rather than sep- 
arating brothers and sisters be- 
cause of rigid age ranges. She 
recommended grouping of 
youngsters in small units and 
voiced a “very strong prejudice 
against central dining rooms” 
rather than smaller quarters 
where the atmosphere would 
more closely resemble a family 
situation. 

She suggested the use of 
bright colors in furnishings. to 
replace “institutional brown,” 
and criticized regimentation. 

“Let the children sleep later 
on weekends and on holidays,” 
shé urged. “‘Routine early rising, 
regardless of the need, reflects 
regimentation of another era. 

“Stop the practice of Christ- 
mas parties where groups visit 
the institution and entertain the 
youngsters. This tends to pau- 
perize them. 

“Let’s put aside the rigid prac- 
tices and discard the old theory 
of discipline as a means of 
‘breaking a child’s will.’ 

“Give the children an allow- 
ance, let them do some of their 
own shopping. Experience shows 
that there is less stealing when 
this is the case.” 

Miss Hagan pointed out that 
in St. Louis many children are 
in institutions who should have 
been left with their families or 
placed in adoptive or foster 
homes. Others, she said, have 
been permitted to remain too 
long. 

“For some, six months in an 
institution is long enough; for 
others, two or three years. The 
day is past when a child enters 
an institution at 3 or 4 and re- 
mains until he is ready to go out 
into the world as a young adult,” 
she. said. 

“I hope institutional care will 
never become a way of life for 
children in St. Louis.”

Winning the first trick with 
the spade ace, South cashed the 
ace and queen of trumps, then 
led another trump to the king 
and returned a low club. When 
East played low, South put in 
his ten—his object in leading 
the club from the board had 
been simply: to insure, as far 
as he could, that the trick 
would be lost to West, not East. 

West returned the spade jack, 
and now declarer put the second 
phase of his plan into operation. 
He took the trick in dummy, 
cashed the ace and king of 
clubs, in that order, and then 
led the spade. nine, discarding a 
diamond from his hand. The re- 
sult was, of course, that West was 
end-played. If he started the 
diamond suit, South was assured 
of collecting the king, and if 
West persisted with a spade or a 
club, South would discard an- 
other diamond while ruffing in 
dummy.
